‘Mr. H—s gives us a Lift, as he calls it, 
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of one and thirty interfering Interefts, in 
Oppofition to the Enquirer's faying, We 
Joould bave bus one Intereft. 

To me this is moft ftrange Cavilling : Plt 
allow him different Interefts, and yet I may 
affirm for the other fide, there may be but 
one National Intereft : And Ican give him 
innumerable interfering Interefts in one 
Part of England, with another, and yet 
England may be faid to have but one Na- 
tional Intereft, which the whole is fubfer- 
fervient to. 

Now, ‘tis a Queftion, I have often put 
in private Converfation, and could never 
yet get an Anfwer to Is there ary one 
National Intereft ih England or in Scotland, 
that is inconfiftent with another National 
Intereft in the other Kingdom, and that 
being fo, makes the Union neceffarily im- 

practicable, 
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practicable, without one Side or other be- 
ing opprefs'd ? 

Let me purfue this Enquiry, for much 
will depend upon it to diffofve the Proba- 
bilities affum’d by thefe Authors, againft 
the Parliament of Britzin preferving the 
Union. 

Pray Gentlemen, ‘let me enquire into this 
Head, why the Parliament of Britains fhould 
opprefs Scotland, and in what? Which are 
the National Inverefts, that will clafh and 
prompt the Parliament to opprefs thei ? 

The Church-Interefts cannot be the 
thing, for they are refpeétively fecur’d, or 
will be fo in the Body of the Treaty, which 
Treaty, 4s before, the Parliament cannot 
touch, nor put a Queftion about. 

As tothe Laws, chey are referv’d in each 
Country, and the Courts of Juftice already 
fettled, are to remain fo. 

To fay, our Englifh Lawyers will be for 
bringing up their Suits at Law to Lomdom, 
to bring them Bufinefs, is an Abfurdity in 
the Nature of it, and not worth Notice. 
Tis plain,the Law in England is not brought 
tothe Lawyers, but the Lawyers are fain 
to turn Itenerant, and ride a Caufe-jobbing 
over the whole Nation; the Judges go 
Circuits, and Juftice ‘is carried Home to 
every Mon’s Door; no Man is found to fue 
or be fued, plead or be impleaded, bue in 
the County where he lives ; no Man fhall 

he tried for Murther, buc in the: County 
where the Faét was committed. Anda fa- 
mous Robber not 6 Months fince, obtain- 
ing to be tried at the Old: Baily, was found 
Guilty of the Robbery, but as committed in 
the County of Effex,andefcap’d the Gallows 
hy it, becaufe a Jury in Middlesex could not 
condemn him for a Crime committed out of 
~ the County; andthey could not carry him 
down to Effex, becaule the Law lays, No 
Man foall be tried twice for the fame Fal, 

Shall then the Englifn in meer Spleen to 
the Scots alter the whole Scheme of Juftice? 
And when the Judges go down quite to 
Mew- Caftle todo Juftice, fetch the Scors up 
to London on Purpole to be vexatious ? 
What Sort, of Suggeftions are thefe ? Ac 
waft, were they entirely. fubjeéted, we 
thould fend our Judges to their feveral 
‘Towns, asin England, or make Judges on 


Purpofe for them, as in Wales. But Enge 
land is fully pleas’d to referve to them all 
their Courts and Methods of Juftice, andit 
Can never beher Natioual Intereft to alter — 
it. 
Where then are thefe interfering Inte- 
refts ? They muft lye in Trade ture, or E 
know not where we fhall find them; And] 
would be gled co know of the wifeft Ob- — 
jector, in what Partof Trade England and 
Scothind can have, as Nations, any inter- 
fering Interests? Iknow, in England "tis — 


objetted, the Scots will run inco our Wool- — 
len Manufatures, and fu + beleve, they will 


to buy them: But I appeal to common 
Knowledge, whether there is in Scosland 
the leaft Propentity that Way, I mean asto | 
general Trade ? ‘ 

And the Reafon is plaia,they haveno Oc- — 
cafion for it, if they cau fall in to make theic — 
own Cloaths well and good, and they will 
never trouble themlelves fo much as to do 
that, for they have better things before 
them- 

Their Linnen Manufa&lure on Shoar, 
their Fifhing at Sea, and cheir Plantation 
Trade beyond Sea, are Oceans of Wealth 
they will fwim in, and cannot launch out 
too far; and in none of thefe will they ine 
terfere with Englind, or England with 
them.

Kinds now in Ufe, the Dutch may have — 
other Reafons to be agaiaft the Union, than 
the Damage of their Fifhery 5 Svotland may 
with Eafe vent a Million per Annum in Buge 
a in Mey set Manufaéture. 

ut the Brisifh-Parliament may ren¢w the — 
Duty, aaythe fame Gentlemen Objectors. - 
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- ‘That cannot be without Breach of the
